Three American astronauts and a 


pair of Russian cosmonauts rocketed 
into earth orbit Tuesday for a historic 
space rendezvous in the name of tor- 
rcstrlnl peace and cooperation. 


Live television — the first ever of a 


Soviet launch — let millions around 
the world watch both flawless launch- 
es. The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted off 
from n once-secret desert base in Cen- 
tral Aslu, and the Apollo astronauts 
raced after them from Cape Canaver- 
al 7'a hours later. 


Minor first-day problems cropped 


up aboard each nation's spacecraft, 
but directors of the joint Apollo-Soyuz 
mission were elated nonetheless, 


"We've obviously got a good thing 


going here," U.S. flight director M. P. 
Frank said at the end of the long 
launch day. "It all came off just about 
as'planned." 


President Ford watched in Wash- 


ington while crowds of Soviet citizens 
jammed around TV sets in Moscow's 
GUM department store, cheering and 
chipping as the cosmonauts got under-

THE COSMONAUTS, Col. Alexel 


Leonov, 41, and civilian flight'engi- 
neer Valeri Kubasov, 40, soared into 
orbit on a pillar of flange at 7:20 a.m. 
CDT from a launch pad at the sun- 
baked Baikonur cosmodrome, where 
Russia ushered in the space age with 
Sputnik in 1057. 


The astronauts, Brig. Gen. Thomas 


Stafford, 
44, and 
civilians Vance 


Brand, 44, and Donald "Deke" Slay- 
ton, 
51, hurtled away from Cape 


Canaveral at 2:50 p.m. CDT atop an 
aging Saturn rocket. 


Discarding their spent rocket in or- 


bit, they fired two bursts of the 
Apollo's main engine to spiral out- 
ward and line up below and about 
3,100 miles'behind Soyuz for a slow 
chase toward a Thursday linkup. The 
Soyuz crew was already asleep for the 
night when the second Apollo firing 
took place. 


The two ships will lock together 


end-to-end Thursday with a new dock- 
ing mechanism designed to provide an 


eventual. space rescue 
capability. 


Then S.nfford and Slayton will float 
through an open hatch into Soyuz for 
a handshake, and a day and a half of 
joint work aboard the world's first in- 
ternational space complex.

Most area residents reacted with a yawn Tuesday as five men 


from two nations were sent inlo orbit for what might be the last 
manned space mission for quite some time. 


Although most people felt the Apollo-Soyuz mission was a good 


idea and beneficial to both nations, few said they had watched the 
early parts of the mission on television or would make the extra 
effort to keep up with the .progress. Most said they would catch up 
during night-time television news reports. 


"Many people feel It's not as spectacular as before," said Joan 


Bonlav,- of Harrington, who was one of 
1 the few to say she .would 


follow the mission completely. "People1 ore used to space travel 
and they expect everything to go all right. That's why they are not 
as interested. To me, it's still a marvelous feat." _- 
- JEFRF"AUBERTr442TCeri§[ngldirCf7,"Palatlne, said Ho"got"'up" 
early Tuesday to view the Soyuz spacecraft blast off. He said al- 
though people in general were more concerned with the state of the 
economy than space travel, he was glad to see the mission take 
place. 


"This project is good because it shows we can get rlong with the 


Russians. There is a lot in space that we don't know about, and this 
project will help us find out," he said. 


Unlike Mrs. Bonlaver or Aubert, Mrs. James Martr, 2740 W. 


Catalpa, Chicago, said she had no plans to follow the mission on 
television. 


"I think the mission is important," she said, "But I have been 


pretty busy. I probably won't get a chance to follow most of it."

also was too busy to see the morning lift-off but thought the mission 
was worthwhile. He said he thought anything that would advance 
scientific knowledge is'valuable. 


Many of the people interviewed said the mission would result in 


more achievements in the area of detente between the United 
States and the Soviet Union than achievements in technological 
knowledge. Harry Banbury, 3734 Snlem, Arlington Heights, said 
the money spent on the mission was not the important factor. He 
said he hoped the mission would lead to a better relationship be- 
tween the two nations. 


"This trip is bringing two countries together," he said. "The 


important thing is that this can go further. It can lead to other 
things and a lot of progress. The whole v.orld is watching." 


FRED DANIELS of Palatine said it /..is always good to sec the 


two nations work together peacefully. 


"It's very definitely a good thing," he said. "I'm sure there will 


be more of this sort of thing in (lie future once the door 
gets opened." 


George Predick, 1481 Winslow Dr., Palatine, was also enthusias; 


tic about the joint missions, 


"I hope it is really successful. I know the Russians have had 


many more misfortunes than the United States and it will be good 
for both nations," he said. 


Predick also said he felt the mission was useful in attempting to 


find a solution in space to the current energy crisis. 


RICHARD HANSELMAN. 35 Baybrook, Palatine, said he felt 


"positively" about the mission because he thought the mission 
could lead to a space station that more than one country would use.

Russ out to get us: Birch Society

Although many persons are. hailing this week's 


Apollo-Soyuz space mission as the beginning of a new 
phase of Unlted'States-Soviet Union detente, members 
of the John Birch society are more concerned. 


"Of course, we all admire the scientific achievement 


of the flight," said David Holcomb, leader of the- Des 
Plaines-Nlles chapter of the society. "But the objuct of 
,the Russians is'destruction of our'form of government. 
This is part of the plan." 


Holcomb sold this view was not based only on Birch 


society beliefs but also on policies outlined in Soviet 
newspapers. 


"The purpose of detente as translated from Pravdn in 


the Wall Street Journal three or four weeks ago is ex- 
actly the' same as >a shooting war. They will use any 
policy necessry to defeat all opponents," Holcomb said. 


HOLCOMB SAID he thought people within the United 


States were being deceived into believing the recent pol- 


icy of detente was good for the nation. 


"Many people are heartened by the cooperation be- 


tween the Russians and the United States. They say the 
Russians arc not such bad guys after all. But the pur- 
poses of the Russians are detrimental to our best inter- 
ests," he said. 


The purpose of the John Birch society, Holcomb said, 


is to establish and keep a government limited by law. 
He said the Birch Society believes it Is important for the 
individual to assume more responsibility in govern- 
mental affairs.

It is because of this belief, Holcomb said, that the 


Birch Society usually views negatively any space flight. 


"The whole space program' serves the purpose of In- 


creasing the size of government," he said. "Except for 
the military aspects of the missions, which I understand 
is very limited, we think the whole thing is not In our 
(the nation's) best interests."

Union's space launch for the first time today because they are 
working with the Americans. That means a groat deal. I think that 
this kind of philosophy and cooperation can lead to world peace."

Project to study affects of lobbyists 
21 state officials cool to poll

A Chicago-based nonprofit organiza- 


tion Is attempting to compile exten- 
sive "profiles" of all 236 members of 
the Illinois General Assembly In a 
project similar to a study of Congress 
conducted by Ralph Nader volunteers. 


The organization, called Project 


Poll, has compiled data on more than 
half the legislators, and has promises 
of interviews with 93 per ceht of them, 
said Steven Schectmtm, a co-director 
of the organization. 


But 21' legislators, mostly Republi- 


cans, apparently unsure of Project 
Poll's motives, have declined to grant 
interviews or complete the organiza- 
tion's questionnaire. 


Among those 21, Schectman named 


seven from the Northwest suburbs. 
They Include Sen. John Graham, 
R-Barrington; Rep. John Friedland, 
R-South Elgin; Rep. Donald Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates; Sen. Howard 
Mohr, R-Forcst Park; Rep. Edward

Bluthardt, R-Schiller Park; and Rep! 
Leo LaFleur, R-Bloomingdale. 


HOWEVER, LaFleur said he has

of what their purpose is," LaFleur 
said. "It seems to me that all the in- 
formation, such as voting records, is 


available in public records." 


LaFleur said he was also bothered 


by questions on a preliminary ques- 
tionnaire dealing with "the most in- 
fluential people and organizations" in 
each legislative district. 


LaFleur added, "If their purpose is 


to inform the public about the quali- 
fications of legislators, then it should 
be done at a time when candidates

A bomb exploded outside the office of the Mexican consulate In 


Los Angeles Tuesday, injuring three people and causing consid- 
erable danagc. Consul-General Fernando Fernandez was not hurt, 
but his secretary, Mnrtn Ponloja, 44, suffered severe cuts to her 
right arm from flying debris. Two others were taken to White 
Memorial Hospital where they were listed in fair condition. The 
blast blew a three-foot diameter hole In Fernandez' office wall, tore 
doors from their hinges and shattered several windows. 


Industrial output turns up in June 


The output of America's Industrial sector turned up in June after 


an eight-month decline, the Federal Reserve Board reported — 
giving a strong indication the recession has ended. The board's 
index measures changes in physical output of factories and utilities. 
Because this sector is sensitive to shifts in demand, a turnaround in 
the index, after a sustained decline, could herald a similar trend in 
the overall economy. 


In Detroit, meantime, the slumping U.S auto Industry, fueled by 


a strong Ford Motor Co. performance In the first 10 days of July, 
countered a normal monthly downturn with reports that showed a 5 
per cent gain over early June. But car sales, however, still were 
nearly 17 per cent below the July MO period of last year.

Peace force Mandate to end: Egypt

Egypt notified the United Nations 


Tuesday that it would not extend tho 
mandate of the U.N. peace-keeping 
force again in the Sinai beyond its 
July 24 expiration date. 


Israel, meanwhile, warned that it 


was keeping open the option of a pre- 
emptive air strike on Arab territory. 


Tho Tel Aviv military command 


said Arab gunners in Lebanon fired 
rockets into the vicinity of the border 
settlement of Qulryat Shemona but 
caused neither casualties nor damage.' 


At a Cairo news conference, Egyp- 


tian Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi 
announced Egypt had sent a letter to 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wald- 


hcim informing him of the decision 
not to renew the mandate for the U.N. 
force now patrolling the buffer zone 
s e p a r a t i n g Egyptian and Israeli 
forces. 


The letter said "Israel has profited 


from the relative prevailing quiet to 
further Its occupation rather than as- 
sist the efforts aiming at achieving a 
lasting peace." 


"It is therefore abundantly clear 


that it Is impossible for Egypt to con- 
sent to any measure that could lead to 
the continuation of the occupation of 
its territories," the letter said.

Senate votes to force better auto gas mileage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tho Senate 


voted Tuesday to force the automobile 
Industry Into building cars by 1985 
that get at least double the miles per 
gallon of 1074 models. 


In adopting the measure, C3 to 21, 


the Senate rejected the adminis- 
tration-automobile Industry approach 
of voluntary Improvement and ig- 
nored warnings that the mandatory 
goals would intensify tho economic 
woes of car manufacturers. 


The House earlier this year voted a 


similar goal for mileage standards. 


The bill would order tho Trans- 


portation Department to set minimum 
standards every year, beginning with 
1077 models. They would be geared to 
reaching at least a SO per cent im- 
provement by I960 and at least 100 
per cent by 1985. 


A 50 per cent Improvement in rela- 


tion to the 1074 model average of 14 
miles per gallon would mean 21 miles 
per gallon in 1080 and a 100 per cent 
improvement would mean 28 miles a 
gallon five years later. 


Sen. Ernest F. Hollings, D-S.C., 


said: "With passage of this bill, we 


could realize a reduction of 100 mil- 
lion barrels in 1985." 


Auto manufacturers who fail to 


meet the standards would be liable 
for civil penalties of $50 to $100 per 
car. The bill also requires manufac- 
turers to place a sticker on each car 
detailing the fuel consumption a pur- 
chaser can expect. 


The Senate also voted to extend for 


six months tight price controls on two- 
thirds of American oil production. 


Tho legislation rushed through the 


Senate and sent to the House would 


prevent the oil price from soaring to 
world levels of bout $12 a barrel from 
$5.25 a barrel when the current law 
expires Aug. 31. Speaker Carl Albert 
said the House would accept the Sen- 
ate-passed cxtention as a 
"safety 


valve" because no other price control 
legislation is expected to clear Con- 
gress before the beginning of tho Au- 
gust recess. 


The Senate's approval came one 


day after Ford formally announced he 
would ask Congress to decontrol the 
price of oil over a 30-month period, 
allowing it to rise to $13.50 a barrel.

American guarantees to Israel. 


"It appears to me that the general 


issues between Egypt and Israel are 
now defined, and Israel must now 
concern itself with what guarantees it 
will receive from America," the 
source said. 


Diplomatic sources in Cairo said 


U.S. Ambassador to Egypt Hermann 
F. Ellts flew to Washington Tuesday 


for consultations and was expected to 
return later this week with Israel's 
position on the latest American views 
on the terms of a possible settlement. 


South Vietnam 
applies for U.N.

Unless the PRG ap- 
plication is vetoed in the council, 
where the United States has not made 
its position clear, the Saigon regime 
was expected to be elected to mem- 
bership at the regular assembly ses- 
sion starting Sept. 16.

What will you do if there is a meat 


shortage this summer? If you •are a 
member of either of two area food co- 
operatives, you probably will be cat- 
ing meat as usual. 


An impending shortage has been 


predicted by some meat wholesalers 
and government officials. The situ- 
ation could become serious, but not, 
apparently, for the more than 170 
families who are members of the co- 
ops. 


These food cooperatives buy meat, 


cheese, produce and other goods in 
q u a n t i t y . Members take orders, 
choose food and process it. In turn, 
they save money and are assured of 
better quality foodstuffs. 


"If you're not dealing with reliable 


sources, I'm not sure what you'll be 
able to get" in meat products, said 
Arlcne Margowsky, co-coordinator of 
the Good People's Co-op based at 
Maryville Academy, Des Plaines. 
"You may have to pay the high'buck" 
for better quality. 


DESPITE THE PLUSES and an 


outpouring of interest in the concept, 
there still is room for new members 
in the Elk Grove Consumers Organi- 
zation. Formed earlier this year, the 
organization says members get sub- 
stantial savings and better quality in 
meat and cheese.

Schools review policies, 
costs of student outings 


High School Dlst. 214 administrators 


are studying the district policy on 
contributing to individual and group 
student trips to regional, state and na- 
tional competitions. 


Tho board of education Monday dis- 


cussed the district's policy on student 
trips and asked the administration to 
prepare information on the amount of 
money spent sending individuals and 
groups to competitions. 


"Currently a number of athletic

"We 
need to know what to do with a stu- 
dent who excels in business courses or 
math and wants to take a trip to Ari- 
zona for a competition." 


Artmenko said the board would like 


to be sure individuals and groups 
from academic departments are given 
equal opportunities with musicians 
and athletes. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


tho district does not have a policy 
saying it will not pay for student trips 
to competitions. "In the past we'ten- 
dcd to look at the individual situation. 
Sometimes we helped out with ex- 
penses and sometimes clubs In the 
schools helped out." Gilbert said the 
district generally pays the expenses of 
athletic teams who travel to com- 
petitions. 


Gilbert said board members dis- 


cussed a number of alternative pol- 
icies the district could adopt including 


limiting the number of trips, leaving 
things as they are or dividing up an 
amount of money among the schools 
and let principals distribute it at their 
discretion. "Right now we have no 
specific budget for funding trips," Gil- 
bert said. "We'd like to put down 
some guidelines. We don't have the 
money to pay for everything." - 


The administration has been asked 


by the board to find out what com- 
petitions are entered by students and 
tho costs of each. The administration 
will report its finding to the board at 
it's next meeting.

Custodians in High School Dist. 214 


will reciovo a 9 per cent salary in- 
crease this year, tho first year of a 
three-year contract approved by the 
board of education. 


The agreement was reached last 


Saturday, following six months of ne- 
B o 11 a 11 o n s, when custodians and 
maintenance personnel who aro mem- 
bers of tho Local 11 Service Employes 
International Union AFL-C10 voted to 
accept tho contract. Tho board ap- 
proved tho agreement Monday night. 


Tho 0 per cent across-the-board in- 


crease raises tho starting salary from 
$0,360 to $10,207. After six months 
workers also will receive a 4 per cent 
raise. Tho wage schedule varies with 
d i f f e r e n t shifts and maintenance 
duties. 


Tito contract is tho first three-year 


agreement between custodians and 
maintenance personnel and the board 
and takes effect July 1, 1075. Either 
party may renegotiate tho agreement 
by giving written notice 60 days prior 
to Juno 30 of any year in tho contract. 


DURING THE second and third 


year of tho contract, workers will re- 
ceive a 0 per cent raise in salary plus 
a cost-of-living increase. If tho cost of 
living increases in (he Chicago area 
more than 5 por cent, tho workers will 
receive one-half of tho increase over 5 
per cent. Cost of living indexes aro 
determined by U.S. Dept. of Labor, 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


Tho contract includes 14 days an- 


nual sick leave per employe. Workers 
can accumulate up to 120 sick days. If 


all sick days arc used, workers will 
have access to a sick leave bonk con- 
taining 200 days. The union will gov- 
ern use of the sick leave bank. 


Workers also will receive between 


$5,000 and $10,000 in life insurance, de- 
termined by their salaries. 


The contract includes a no-strike 


clause which prohibits strikes, lock- 


outs, or picketing during the term of 
the agreement. 


The agreement was accepted by a 


unanimous vote of the board Monday. 
Several board members requested 
clarification of some language of. the 
contract but decided to drop their ob- 
jections rather than reopen negotia- 
tions.

Kcono said that's all changed. When

Chrysler Corp. was up 2 per cent in

The AMC dealer said he's "pretty 


well sold out" on compact model cars! 
"We're taking orders on 1976 cars," ' 
he said.

often It spreads through several 
acres, just below the surface. 


A root system of this kind is fine for 


absorbing the.surface moisture that 
constantly drips from the foggy 
boughs. But it does not do much to 
anchor the giant trees when the wild 
winds blow. This helps to explain why 
wo seldom find a solitary redwood. 
Almost always the big trees grow to- 
gether in crowded groves. 


Under these conditions, their shal- 


low spreading root s. stems have an 
advantage. Below the surface, the in- 
tcrwinlng roots of many trees form a 
community structure that helps to 
support the entire grove. This works 
well when tho giant trunks are close 
together. For above the surface they 
baffle the winds — which also helps to 
protect the entire grove. 


However, though the trees in the 


center of the grove are protected by 
their close neighbors, those around 
the edges are not so lucky. At least 
part of their root systems are all 
alone and exposed just below the sur- 
face. They have less protection from 


the taglcd roots of their neighbors. 
Often these forest-giants are failed by 
winter gales. 


Centuries ago, the foggy slopes of 


the coastal mountains were crowded 
with redwoods for miles and miles. 
Gradually vast areas were logged for 
lumber, and roads were cut through 
tho forests. This left many of the gi- 
ants standing around the edges, part- 
ly exposed to the weather. Their 
chances'of survival are reduced, and 
often they fall.

Harper faces 


many choices 


The Harper College Board of 


Trustees is considering several 
large-scale projects for inclusion 
in a referendum planned this 
fall. 


Currently under consideration 


is a plan to seek voter author- 
ization to purchase a site for a 
second campus, money for some 
future construction on a second 
campus, funds to complete the 
college's present campus and 
authority to replace the college's 
burnctl-out ficldhousc. 


As the referendum package is 


put together, we hope it will be 
designed In several parts; we 
think the board should give vot- 
ers an opportunity to react indi- 
vidually to the various Issues 
presented in the referendum. In 
tills way, voters will continue to 
make specific choices about the 
kind of college growth they want 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


For example, the board should 


give voters a chance to decide 
whether to pay the full cost of 
the 
new 
physical education 


building or wait for state fund- 
ing. Likewise, the question of 
constructing buildings on the 
second campus is an issue which 
should be separated from the is- 
sue of whether the college 
should purchase the second site 
property. 


Under normal conditions, the 


p h y s i c a l education building 
would receive 75 per cent fund- 
ing from the state. In this case, 
however, Harper officials would 
be asking local voters to pay the 


full cost of-construction because 
the state has made replacing the 
fieldhouse a very low priority 
item for state funding. 


Likewise, funds for the second 


campus is the kind of special is- 
sue which logically divides itself 
from the other questions which 
may be included in the referen- 
dum. 


In fact, the board should con- 


sider carefully whether it even 
wants to include the construc- 
tion question in the over-all 
package. College officials have 
said repeatedly that the second 
site will be used only if enroll- 
ment justifies its use; there's al- 
ways the danger that voter ap- 
proval of funding could tempt 
the college to build "just be- 
cause the money is thete" and 
regardless of enrollment trends. 
Before handing a "yes or no" 
decision to the voters the board 
should carefully consider the im- 
plications. 


The problem with this referen- 


dum is that the issues are so di- 
versified that each deserves a 
separate decision from the vot- 
er. That's why we encourage the 
board to split up the voting pro- 
cess as much as possible. 


Local residents also have an 


opportunity to join the Harper 
board of trustees at 8 p.m. 
Thursday night as the board 
ponders this decision. This is a 
good opportunity to let your 
elected representatives 
know 


how you feel about the future of 
Harper College. 


'Historical' tax 
could aid heritage 


The Palatine and Elk Grove 


Park Districts recently levied 
taxes to provide funds for histor- 
ical museums in their commu- 
nities. 


We believe the museum taxes 


arc 
well conceived, and we 


commend the districts for taking 
positive steps to preserve the 
history of our local communities 
at only a slight charge to the av- 
erage taxpayer. In Palatine, it 
will cost the average taxpayer 
only 50 cents a year. 


In this Bicentennial year, it is 


readily apparent that much of 
the history of the suburbs has 
fallen victim to the developer's 
bulldozer. Shopping centers and 
housing developments have eat- 
en away the former rural coun- 
tryside and its landmarks. Cen- 
tury old buildings, decayed with 
the years, are being torn down. 


Last week in Palatine a 120- 


year-old building, the oldest in 
the community, was demolished 
to make way for a parking lot. 
The Palatine Historical Society 
had hoped to preserve the build- 
ing, but had no money to do it. 
And 
another landmark 
was 


gone. 


Now is the time to preserve 


what we can of our local heri- 
tage and the museum tax seems 
an appropriate way to raise 
funds to pay the bill.

Tho often-maligned 
Central In- 


telligence Agency is not an evil in it- 
self; rather, it is a necessity whose 
domestic mandate should be broad- 
ened .and whose efficiency, should be 
streamlined by the federal govern- 
/ment. 


That's the view of E. Michael Louis, 


associate professor and coordinator of 
Harper College's criminal justice and 
municipal and governmental manage- 
ment programs. 


A fundamental problem with the

CIA, says Louis, is that it developed 
in an era when this nation's in- 
telligence needs were ' far different 
than what they are today. 


Created in 1947, the CIA was the di- 


rect descendant of the Office of 
Strategic Services (OSS), which pro- 
vided intelligence and covert action 
during World War II. The CIA, ac- 
cording to Louis, fit quickly into the 
need to collect and analyze data dur- 
ing the growing Cold War conflict be- 
tween the U.S. and the Soviet Union. 


"We had just completed a war, and 


we knew what we wanted," said 
Louis. What wasn't wanted' at the 
time was for the CIA to collect infor- 
mation within the U.S., for its 1947 
charter specifically banned such ac- 
tivity. 
- 


Today, the scope of intelligence work 


has changed, and now the CIA is "un- 
reasonably restricted" by its charter, 
says Louis. "We haven't given it new 
goals in 30 years"; intelligence meth-

ods have changed, but we haven't 
allowed the CIA's structure to adjust 


That's exactly what I've been arguing.

where the CIA especially needs help, 
says Louis. He sees a four-level ap- 
proach — planning, organization, di- 
rection and control — as necessary in 
bringing the CIA up to snuff in the 
1970S. 


The CIA is a mixture of the covert, 


cloak-and-dagger investigators and 
the analysts (most of the agency's 
work is clipping newspapers and 
monitoring foreign broadcasts). As In 
any organization, many of these men 
and women have risen quickly in the 
administrative ranks with little or no 
administrative training. That's where 
changes are needed, says Louis. 


"Who the hell is boss?" is a vital 


question, Louis says,-in arguing for 
"organizational renewal" within the 
agency., 


The first step for reorganization lies 


with Congress, says Louis. Congress 
has a responsibility to keep track of 
the CIA through its control over its 
budget and through a variety of in- 
telligence committees. But Congress 
has done an inadequate job; its com- 
mittees must keep in touch with the 
trends and problems involved in the 
CIA's activities. Congress must be- 
come more involved in the adminis- 
tration of the agency, but, at the same 
time, it must maintain its relationship 
as an overseer, not a partner, accord- 
ing to Louis. 


Ultimately the President exercises 


top control; the voters every four 
years exercise a kind of "veto power" 
over his stewardship. Only a Presi- 
dent's essential honesty — in not mis- 
using the CIA for political purposes — 
can eliminate many misuses of power, 
Louis says. 


In reviewing the field of intelligence 


work, Louis is not distressed by the 
variety of agencies involved. Rather, 
such competition is healthy. The du- 
plication of investigative work is im- 
portant, for it allows two or more sets 
of data to be compared for possible 
errors. "It helps submerge error," 
Louis says. 


Among the various agencies, there's 


a need for more teamwork, in order 
to define the boundaries and the 
transfer of information. The tre- 
mendous accumulation of data — and 
"the danger of the bad use of raw 
data" — demands some form of coor- 
dination. 


Louis strongly defends the need for 


spying and the collection of informa- 
tion against potentially troublemaking 
groups and Individuals. "The public is 
in a bad way if we don't engage in 
(this kind of) intelligence gathering," 
he says. Despite the dangers of too 
much-data, there's always a point at 
which a single piece of data can fit 
into an investigative puzzle and help 
solve a crime. 


Within the CIA, Louis can accept 


the fact that assassination plots were 
discussed. But intelligence agencies 
engage in "brainstorming," In which 
all options are considered — and the 
careful bureaucrat makes certain that 
he's never revealed as the source of 
the information. (In fact, Louis claims 
that pipe-smoking became popular in 
intelligence circles so agents would 
not reveal tension — i.e. jaw-clench- 
ing — during discussion of such 
loaded topics.) 


"Purpose" is the key to Louis' view 


of the CIA. Better organization and 
controls — a sense of direction now 
often lacking — can remedy many of 
the agency's faults. He does not des- 
pair at the challenges thrown at the 
CIA by such agencies as the Rockefel- 
ler Commission; rather, he sees In 
them an opportunity for change that 
cart make the CIA a more effective 
and fruitful guardian of our nation's 
security.

Mr. Huffman of the bus .company of- 
fered a proposal for all-day, shuttle 
service.

Home for retarded adults gains 
backing of McHenry County panel

McHenry County zoning officials 


Tuesday endorsed a plan to establish 
near Woodstock a homo for retarded 
adults from the Northwest suburbs. 


The county zoning board .voted 5 to 1 


In favor of a petition by the Suburban 
Townships Assn. for the Retarded 
(STAR) to convert the St. Joseph 
Novitiate hit) a home for about 100 
retarded adults. The zoning board's 
recommendation now goes to the 
McHenry County Board, which will 
vote on the Issue Aug. 12. 


STAR, a local nonprofit group con- 


cerned for the retarded, wants to buy 
the $1.3 million novitiate to house sev- 
erely retarded adults at least 18 years 
old from Elk Grove, Schaumburg, 
Palatine and Wheeling townships. 
STAR also plans to admit retarded 
adults from McHenry County. 


THE GROUP'S petition for a condl- 


tlonal-uso permit for the 86-acre site 
prompted the longest zoning case on 
record In McHenry County. Hearings 
continued for more than six months 
and 100 owners of property near the 
silo objected to the proposed change. 


Martin Pratt, STAR president, and 


State Rep. Eugcno Schllckman, 
R-Arllngton HclghU,'lho group's at- 
torney, said they expect opponents to 
try to persuade the county board to 
vote against the zoning board's rec- 
ommendation. 


It takes a majority vote of the 24- 


mcmbcr county board to approve the 
change. If property owners file a pro- 
test with the county clerk, three- 
fourths of the board members must 
vote yes to approve the change, said 
Walter Dean, County Board Chair- 
man. 


The zoning hoard included five spe- 


cial restrictions In Its approval of the 
permit, but Pratt said none would hin- 
der STAR'S plan.

The other zoning board members 


said Shnrpe's $500,000 figure was 
based on a home built on four acres 
rather than on the 86-acre novitiate 
site. STAR officials said they 
searched throughout the Northwest 
suburbs for a suitable site but could 
not find one. 


"THERE ARE NO signs at the 


edge of the county saying no one can 
live here except those born and raised 
in McHenry County," Falconer said. 


Horace Wagner, zoning board mem- 


ber, said the proposed use Is not much 
different from the use as a novitiate. 
"It's for people," he said, adding that 
objectors did not propose any alter- 
nate uses for the land. 


Residents objected to the zoning 


change, contending that such a use 
would reduce property values in the 
area and that it would be in- 
compatible with the surrounding area. 
Pratt charged the people objected to 


the home because the residents would 
be retarded. 


Pratt said he was pleased with the 


zoning ruling. He said the Illinois 
Dept. of Developmental Disabilities 
has indicated the home would be a 
model project for community residen- 
tial facilities for the retarded that the 
state has promoted. 


Pratt said if the county board ap- 


proves the zoning, STAR officials will 
then talk to the Illinois Health Facil- 
ities Authority for funds. If the au>' 
thority approves the project, it will, is- 
sue revenue bonds to finance the pur- 
chase. Operating money would come 
from Social Security and public aid 
funds. 


Pratt said he has no doubt the funds 


would be approved because the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) has agreed to guarantee the 
loan. After bonds are issued, it would 
be seven to 10 months until the first 
residents could move In.

Butz favors Russian wheat sale 


Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz es- 


timated Tuesday the Soviet Union will 
have to import 10 million tons of grain 
this year, "some of which will come 
from the United States." 


But he said America may lose its 


share of the business if people contin- 
ue to think there's "something evil" 
in selling a bushel of wheat to the 
Russians. 


"All the to-do we're making may 


back them off as a customer, and we • 
need them as a customer," he told a 
news conference. 


BuU 'said the Russians will hove to 


pay cash if they buy from United 
States groin dealers, and (he effect of 
any sales on consumer prices in 
America would be negligible. 


Even if wheat prices increased $1 a 


bushel, and "that's not going to hap- 
pen,"'the price of a one-pound loaf of 
white bread would increase only 11/3 
cents, he said. 


Butz said the Russians will have to 


import about 10 million tons of grain 
because their total crop production 
this year will fall some 20 million tons 
below what had been expected. 


Tuition costs may go up next year 
the University of Illinois bccuase of 


budget cuts by Gov. Daniel Walker. 
John II. Corbally, university presi- 
dent, said Tuesday the university will 
not seek an override of Walker's 
budget cuts but will "seriously consid- 
er" a tuition increase. Ho said the 
custs were not disastrous. "Probably, 
when everything settles down, higher 
education In Illinois has done fairly 
well," ho said. The new budget will 
Include 7 per cent raises for univer- 
sity employes, Instead of tho 9.5 per 
cent tho General Assembly had pro- 
vided.

out of the state. Judge Samuel Ep- 
stein issued tho order at the request 
of Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott, 
who filed suit against Handicapped 
Workers and three other charities last 
week. Scott charged that the 'com- 
panies wore not benefiting tho handi- 
capped, as they had said they were. 
Handicapped Workers had offices in 
three Chicago suburbs, and Scott said 
they were closing them.

The rejected 
bids cost taxpayers $1,5 million be- 
cause tho work was given to con- 
tractors who submitted higher bids, 
EPA administrator Francis T. Maho 
said. Bids by Sollltt and Rossetti con- 
struction companies for work in the 
Hinsdalo Sanitary District were re- 
jected because the firms failed to pro- 
vide federally-required minority-hir- 
ing information, Mayo said.

Cereal foods a basic need for your body 


I have heard more than once that 


there is no nutrition In dry cereal. Is 
this: true? I_am especially Interested 
In corn flakes os I usually eat these 
for breakfast, and I have been doing 
so because I thought they were Rood 
for me. 


There have been lots of news items 


about this, and you have to be a good 
sleuth to separate the propaganda 
from the facts. Part of the trouble is 
in how you measure things. You can 
measure food value in portions by 
weight, such as so many calories in 
an ounce or by volume as so many 
calories in a cup. It makes a big dif- 
ference. 
• 


Dry cereal contains a lot of food 


value when measured by weight. A 
cup of dry cereal won't have so much 
because it doesn't weigh much. It Is 
the popcorn phenomenon where the 
volume is increased by expansion in 
preparation. Once it Is moist and in 
the stomach as a mush-like con- 
sistency, its >volume shrinks, so you 
can eat a lot if you want to do so. 


The big,cry was raised about the 


food value of cereals when the values 
were expressed 
as volume, not 


weight. There are some cereals that 
are better for you than others. It is a 
fact, however, that the cereal group is

one of the basic food groups that you 
need for a balanced diet. Most pre- 
pared cereals are fortified 'with vita- 
mins and sometimes minerals, in ad- 
dition to their calorie value. The ce- 
real fiber is important for normal di- 
gestive action, and should be included 
in every normal, well-balanced diet. 
The whole wheat and bran products 
are among the best cereals to use for 
this purpose; 


In a society where most people eat 


too many calories and often calories 
from the wrong kinds of foods, the ce- 
real group, with its important vita- 
mins and bulk, is a better food choice 
than high calorie fatty foods that con- 
tain little or no bulk and increase the 
likelihood of heart and vascular dis- 
ease in many people. 


My husband died several years ago. 


He had what they called a dead kid- 
ney and other things. His blood pres- 
sure was so high it would hardly reg- 
ister. 


On his death certificate It said he 


died with cerebral hemorrhage, ma- 
lignant hypertension and uremia. I 
want to know what malignant hyper- 
tension is. I know what malignant 
means in other things, but does it 
mean cancerous in high blood pres- 
sure, or does it just mean fast spread- 
ing pressure. He was 49. 


Malignant doesn't always mean 


cancer. You can even have a malig- 
nant personality. The term used with 
hypertension means particularly sev- 
ere, uncontrollable high blood pres- 
sure, or even rapidly developing sev- 
ere high blood pressure. 


The stroke, of course, is a com- 


plication of high blood pressure. Your 
husband must have had high blood 
pressure related to kidney disease, 
which resulted in the accumulation of 
urea or uremia.

A reason why more women are choosing to be sterilized

What is the arusucr for a unman 


\v ho In still completely capable of con- 
ceiving n child, who fears tho side ef- 
fects of the Pill, who finds the in- 
trautcrlno coil painful and fears it is 
less effective than the Pill? 


Where can she find peace of mind? 
This woman, a resident of the Pala- 


tine-Arlington Heights area, is one of 
the swelling tide who have turned to 
laparoscopic .sterilization as the solu- 
tion to problems such as these. 
Though her husband offered to under- 
go a vuMiclomy, she refused. 


"WHAT IF some day lie should re- 


marry?" she asked herself. "Perhaps 
he would want more chilcl.cn. But I 
don't want to hear another child no 
matter what tho situation." 


Years ago, women spoke in ImshcO 


tones about "Having your tubes tied," 
a rather complex and somewhat dan- 
gerous procedure 
usually accom- 


plished at childbirth but only for very 


compelling reasons. 


Today women refer to laparoscopic 


sterilization in such casual terms as 
"belly-button" or "Band-Aid" sur- 
gery. The successful development of 
the laparoscope, a type of Internal 
telescope that transmits light without 
heat through a fiber-optic system, has 
revolutionized 
female 
sterilization 


methods. 


TWO PHYSICIANS who regularly 


use this method arc Dr. James Smith 
and Dr. Joel Greenman, both mem- 
bers of the Obstetrlcs-Gynccology De- 
partment at Northwest Community 
Hospital in Arlington Heights. 


"To . undergo laparoscopic 
ster- 


ilization is a serious decision, a so- 
cial decision rather than a medical 
one," said Dr. Smith. "It must be 
reached by mutual agreement of 
three persons — husband, wife and 
physician. It is a final, permanent 
step. From a practical standpoint, it 
is not reversible." 


Both doctors counsel their patients 


beforehand, urging alternate methods 
of birth control such as the Pill or a 
vascctomy for the husband. 


"The Pill is the most effective form 


of contraception we can offer," said 
Dr. Smith. "The incidence of major 
side effects is so small, a doctor may 
not see even one case in all of his 
practice. Yet women have a tendency 
to blame every symptom on it. 


"THE SIDE effects attributed to the 


Pill arc the same ones associated 
with pregnancy — but with preg- 
nancy, the chances of their occurring 
are 20 times greater." 


Vasectomy of the husband is strong- 


ly suggested as an alternative to fe- 
male sterilization because it Is' a 
relatively minor procedure done in 
the doctor's office under local anes- 
thetic and produces minimal side ef- 
fects. But some men refuse. 


"Often to a male, sterilization 


seems to imply Impotency or a threat 
to masculinity," said Dr. Greenman. 
"But a woman who has already had 
her children and doesn't want more 
has no such feeling. She has already 
fulfilled herself." 


A 1902 STUDY made in England 


listed three main reasons for the in- 
creasing popularity of female ster- 
ilization: I. Female emancipation 
brought about by the Women's Lib 


movement; 2. Earlier marriages with 
earlier achievement of family size; 
and 3. The tremendous reduction in 
infant and child mortality rates. 


Said Dr. Smith, "In the United 


States, statistics show that today the 
majority of women are finished bear- 
Ing children by their mid-or late 
twenties. Yet at least 15' more 
years of child-bearing potential lie be- 
fore them. A, woman who has com- 
pleted her family and is afraid to take 
the chance of side effects with the Pill 
has every right to elect sterilization." 


Both doctors emphasized that lap- 


aroscopic sterilization is not a minor 
. procedure; it is abdominal surgery 
done under a general anesthetic. But 
it is usually done on an outpatient 
basis and the'patient is able to go 
home four to six hours later for a two 
to three-day period of recuperation. 


THE OPERATION proceeds as fol- 


lows: After the patient is anesthe- 
tized, her abdomen is inflated with a 
gas, such as carbon dioxide, through 
a needle inserted into the navel. This 
elevates the abdominal wall away 
from the vital structures within it. 


A laparoscope is inserted into the 


abdomen through a small Incision at 


the lower fold of the navel. Through 
this, the physician can view uterus, 
Fallopian tubes, ovaries, all the pelvic 
contents. 


Watching through the laparoscope 


as he manipulates an operative in- 
strument 
which he has 
inserted 


through a tiny Incision at the pubic 
hairline, the jurgeon cauterizes a seg- 
ment of each Fallopian tube elec- 
trically, then severs it, making it im- 
possible for the female egg call to 
pass through. 


INSTRUMENTS ARE removed, ab- 


domen deflated and the small in- 
cisions closed with a few stitches or a 
skin clip. "It's extremely important to 
apply a Band-Aid," said Dr. Green- 
man with a wink "or people won't be- 
lieve it's 'Band-Aid' surgery." 


Following the operation, there is 


likely to' be some pain, but it is min; 
imal and relieved by an analgesic. 
Said Dr. Greenman, "I tell my 
patient the first day she will feel like 
a truck ran over her, the second day 
like it was only a Volkswagen, and the 
third day she will probably be up, get- 
ting back into the swing of things." 


Dr. Smith and Dr. Greenman point- 


ed out that there are possible com- 


plications to female sterilization, but 
they are rare. 


SHOULD THE surgeon cauterize 


but not sever the tubes, should he do 
one tube only, or should there be an 
anatomical problem, such as a women 
with more than two tubes, the oper- 
ation will not be 100 per cent effective 
in preventing pregnancy. These com- 
plications are extremely unlikely in 
the hands of a competent, experienced 
surgeon. 


If bleeding becomes a problem dur- 


ing surgery, a larger incision may be 
necessary to control it. 


The possibility of burns of the ab- 


dominal wall or of the bowel can be 
eliminated by the use of solid state, 
low voltage equipment such as that in 
use at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal. 


Present also are the same infection 


and anesthetic risks that attend any 
operative procedure. 


"But laparoscopic sterilization, in 


the hands of an experienced doctor 
properly equipped with the best in- 
struments and using the two-incision 
technique, is the best and most effec- 
tive method of female stcrlization." 
stated Dr. Smith. 


Women and children first 


Neighborhood may need a block organization

The other day, as I read a letter 


that I had picked up at my doorstep, 
written and copied by some neighbors 
In their unselfish efforts to tell us of 
tho theft of their bikes and what they 
knew to warn us about the suspects, I 
couldn't help feeling that summer Is 
certainly tho time when togetherness 
input to the test! 


As the days get hotter, tempers 


Hare as some kids wander around 
with no supervision. The last few 
weeks have brought complaints that 
are. almost exclusively, about neigh- 
bors who live as though they were 
unthroned on a desert island with 
little more to worry abut than wheth- 
er coconuts will fall on their heads, 
when they should bo concerned about 
abusing other persons' rights and 
whether sotncthliut more serious will 


fall on their pockctbooks such as a 
lawsuit and damages to pay. 


PERHAPS IT'S time, as one In- 


telligent, concerned mother pointed 
out in her letter, to try to reach those 
who arc tho offenders rather than the 
offended, the ones I've been con- 
centrating on. How about those who 
monopolize the street parkway such 
as groups of boys playing ball and 
creating hazards when there is a park 
a few blocks away? How about warn- 
ing a mother to do something about 
her child's habit of biting children on 
the face? 


I was particularly moved by this 


mother's plea about those and other 
common neighborhood problems, par- 
ticularly when she added, "We can't 
— each of us — parade down to the 
police chief's office every day with 
our Individual problems." 


To her and others who have neigh- 


borhood problems, I have a 'Sugges- 
tion. It might not work, of course; on 
the other hand it's worth a try. 


BUT FIRST, about the child bite. 


It's my opinion that this mother; and 
the others whose children wore bitten 
on the face by this same child, are 
extremely and unnecessarily patient 
since the mother refuses to curb her 
child's behavior and there is contin- 
ued danger of repetition. 


• There Is a legal stance to consid- 


er here. Bringing up baby to behave 
is not only a social but a legal prob- 
lem too! By and large a parent Is not 
responsible for injuries Inflicted on 
others by their offspring. But, and 
let's hope tho parents of offenders 
read this carefully, this does not get 
the child off the hook! Generally 
speaking, any person, young or old, is 
responsible for his torts (civil as op- 


'posed to criminal). This includes chil- 
dren! Parents are liable too, if, as in 
this instance,'the child has a habit of 
biting others and the parents fail to 
, take proper steps to curb him. A law- 
suit for damages against the parents 
is an ever present consequence under 
these conditions. 


NOW HERE'S MY suggestion. Since 


physical closeness of living continues 
to reduce our rights while it increases 
our responsibility. I see no other con- 
tinuous or effective way to protect 
ourselves against usurpers other than 
more self-government outside of tradi- 
tional legal channels. I am particular- 
ly impressed with the way neighbor- 
hoods are trying to solve their prob- 
lems. 


Recently, I had occasion to drive 


through the Garfield Park area of 
Chicago. It is a shocking sight resem- 


bling the fragments and reminders of 
a battleground. Empty apartment 
buildings minus doors, broken win- 
dows, skeletal shells of formerly beau- 
tiful homes and hotels stand out in 
bleak contrast 
to yawning waste 


lands. 


BUT AMIDST this rubble I saw a 


wonderful ray of hope . . . of self- 
government. Here and there a street 
appeared with sparse but manicured 
lawns precisely encased with tiny 
fences. The sidewalks were scrupu- 
lously clean, homes were repainted 
and in perfect order. Truly an oasis in 
the midst of chaos and destruction 
and an inspiration, a proof of the inge- 
nuity of our American way of life. At 
one end of the block stood a huge sign 
with numbered rules: no washing of 
cars on sidewalks, no running on 
lawns, etc. with the name of the or- 
ganization at the bottom of it. By the 


appearance of the block, one need not 
guess that this sytem works. 


The time for "not wanting to of- 


fend" is clearly over and this in- 
telligent lady would be wise to reas- 
sess her problems and other suffering 
neighbors and get organized in some 
fashion. 


Thdre may be other methods that 


also work. In an effort to help solve 
neighborhood problems, I am asking 
anyone who wishes to suggest a pro- 
gram to write to me.

Most area residents reacted with a yawn Tuesday as five men 


from two nations were sent into orbit for what might be the last 
manned space mission for quite some time. 


Although most people felt the Apollo-Soyuz mission was a good 


idea and beneficial to both nations, few said they had watched the 
early parts of the mission on television or would make the extra 
effort to keep up with the progress. Most said they would catch up 
during night-time television news reports. 


"Many people feel it's not as spectacular as before," said Joan 


Bonlavcr of Barrlngton, who svas one of the few to say she would 
follow the mission completely. "People are used to space travel 
and they expect everything to go all right. That's why they are not 
as Interested. To me, it's still a marvelous feat." 


JEFRF AUBEBT, 442 Kensington Ct., Palatine, said he got up 


early Tuesday to view the Soyuz spacecraft blast off. He said al- 
though people in general were more concerned with the state of the 
economy than space travel, he was glad to see the mission take 
place.

"This project is good because it shows'we can get along with the 


Russians. There is a lot in space that we don't know about, and this 
project will help us find out," he said.

Russ out to get us: Birch Society 


Although many persons are hailing this week's 


Apollo-Soyuz space mission as the beginning of a new 
phase of United Btates-Sovlet''Union detente, members 
of the John Birch society are more concerned. 


"Of course, we all admire the scientific achievement 


of the flight," said David Holcomb, leader of the DCS 
Plaines-Niles chapter of the society. "But the object of 
the Russians is destruction of our form of government. 
This is port of the plan." 


Holcomb said this view was not based only on Birch 


society beliefs but also on policies outlined In Soviet 
newspapers. 


"The purpose of detente as translated from Pravda in 


the Wall Street Journal three or four weeks ago is ex- 
actly'the same as a shooting war. They will use any 
policy necessry to defeat all opponents," Holcomb said. 


HOLCOMB SAID he thought people within the United 


States were being deceived into believing the recent pol- 


icy of detente was good for the nation. 


"Many people are heartened by the cooperation be- 


tween the Russians and the United States. They say the 
Russians are not such bad guys after all. But the pur- 
poses of the Russians are detrimental to our best inter- 
ests," he said. 


The purpose of the John Birch society. Holcomb said, 


is to establish and keep a government limited by law. 
He said the Birch Society believes it is important for the 
individual to assume more responsibility in govern- 
mental affairs. 


It is because of this belief, Holcomb said, that the 


Birch Society usually views negatively any space flight. 


"The whole space program serves the purpose of in- 


creasing the size of government," he said. "Except for 
the military aspects of the missions, which I understand 
is very limited, we think the whole thing is not in our 
(the nation's) best interests." 
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Big users to pay more 
Water rates 
to be revised 


Now water and sower rates pro- 


posed last week to'tho Wheeling VII- 
logo Board will bo revised to charge 
higher rates for heavy usage rather 
than lower rates for increased usage 
as was originally proposed. 


The bond was set to vote on the new 


rates Monday, but Trustee John Cole 
instead asked if tho rate schedule 
could bo changed so commercial busi- 
nesses, who use more water than resi- 
dential customers, would pay a pro- 
portionately higher cost. 


According to the originally proposed' 


schedule, tho charge would be 52 
cents per 1,000 gallons for tho first 
20,000 gallons used, 48 cents per 1,000 
gallons from 20,000 to 60,000 gallons 
and 42 cents per 1,000 gallons for 
more than 60,000 gallons. 


VILLAGE MGR. Gcorgo Passolt 


was directed to revise the schedule so 
tho lowest rate is charged for tho first 
20,000 gallons and tho highest rate 
charged for tho higher water usage. 


Changes in tho proposed sewer 


rates will not bo altered. A SO-ccnt per 
month Increase has been proposed 
bringing the monthly residential sew-, 
cr charge to $2.50. 


Sower charges for commercial cus- 


tomers are computed by tho amount 
of water used. These rates would in- 
crease by 5 cents per 1,000 gallons for 
all but tho greatest water users, 
which wold have a 4 cent per 1,000 
gallon Increase. 


The revised rates arc expected to 


be presented to the board next week. 


IN OTHER action tho board con- 


curred with two recommendations by 
the zoning board of appeals by ap-. 
proving a request for land rezonlng 
while denying a second request for a 
variation. 


Three parcels of land totaling 68 


acres on the west side of Wolf. Road 
north of Palatine Road wore rezoncd 
from single-family to industrial. The 
land was recently annexed to the vil- 
lage. 


Covenants attached to the rezonlng 


prohibit junkyards, oil and gas stor- 
ago and automobile dismantling oper- ' 
ations from'being built on the proper- 
ty.. These uses have been eliminated 
from the industrial zoning code. 


A request from developer Slgmund 


Lcfkowitz for a variation from the 
building code to increase tho open 
space allowed in sprinkler protected 
buildings was denied.

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Spacemen' orbiting to historic linkup

Three American astronauts and a 


pair of Russian cosmonauts rocketed 
into earth orbit Tuesday for a historic 
space rendezvous in the name of ter- 
restrial peace and cooperation. 


Llvo television — the first ever of a 


Soviet launch — let millions around 
the world watch both flawless launch- 
es. The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted off 
from a once-secret desert base in Ccn-, 
trol Asia, and tho Apollo astronauts 
raced after them from Cape Canaver- 
al 7Vi hours later. 


Minor first-day problems cropped 


up aboard each nation's spacecraft, 
but directors of tho joint Apollo-Soyuz 
mission were elated nonetheless. 


"We've obviously got a good thing 


going here," U.S. flight director M. P. 
Frank said at the end of the long 
launch day. "It all came off just about 
as planned." 


President Ford watched In Wash- 


ington while crowds of Soviet citizens 
jammed around TV sets in Moscow's 
GUM department store, cheering and 
clapping as the cosmonauts got under- 


Workers 'very temporary9 
Centel filling 
strikers' jobs

have been hired since tho beginning of 
tho strike. 


"We'll hire enough people to guar- 


antee good customer service," he 
said. "That is our primary goal." 


THE TEMPORARY employes, he 


said, are In addition to 350 members 
of management, some from out-of- 
stato, who have been filling in for tho 
striking employes. 


The striking employes, members of 


the International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers Local 336 charged 
Tuesday that the telephone company 
was hiring employes without inform- 
ing them that they wrrc "strike 
breakers." 


Brown, however, denied the charge. 


"Tho employes we are hiring are very 
temporary and will be working only 
during the work stoppage," he said. 
"All tho people wo have hired ore 
completely aware of tho situation. 


Union employes went on strike July 


1 after falling to reach agreement 
with the telephone company on a now 
contract. Tho two sides met briefly 
Monday, but negotiators made no 
progress. 


CONTRACT TALKS hove 
been 


stalled because disagreement over 
several proposed changes in work 
rules and company policies. Some 30 
issues, however,, including pay raises 
and fringe benefits remain unre- 
solved. 


The union has asked for a 20 per 


cent pay raise, an increase in life and 
health insurance coverage, a reduced 
work week, a cost of living escalator 
clause, two additional holidays and 
more vacation time. 


Since the beginning of the strike 


there have been seven telephone cab- 
les cut, several reports of plcketers 
blocking company driveways, several 
bomb threats at company buildings 
and two accidents involving striking 
employes and company vehicles. 


Sharon Romano, a union steward, 


denied any knowledge of union em- 
ployes Involvement in the cutting of 
cables or other vandalism. The tele- 
phone company has offered a $1,000 
reward for Information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of anyone dam- 
aging company property. 


BHOWN SAID Tuesday there had 


been no further damage to company 
property and that operations were 
about normal with the exception of 
some short delays in directory assis- 
tance during peak periods.

Space shot OK, some say 
others have their doubts 


Most area residents reacted with a yawn Tuesday as five men 


from two nations were sent into orbit for what might be the last 
manned space mission for quite some time. 


Although most people felt the Apollo-Soyuz mission was a good 


idea and beneficial to both nations, few said they had watched the 
early parts of the mission on television or would make the extra 
effort to keep up with the progress. Most said they would catch up 
during night-time television news reports. 


"Many people feel it's not as spectacular as before," said Joan 


Bonlaver of Harrington, who was one of the few to say she would 
follow the mission completely. "People are used to space travel 
and they expect everything to go all right. That's why they are not 
as interested. To me, it's still a marvelous feat." 


JEFRF AUBERT, 442 Kensington Ct., Palatine, said he got up 


early Tuesday to view the Soyuz spacecraft blast off. He said al- 
though people in general were more concerned with the state of the 
economy than space travel, he was glad to see the mission take 
place. 


"This project is good because it shows we can get along with the 


Russians. There is a lot in space that we don't know about, and this 
project will help us find out," he said. 


Unlike Mrs. Bonlaver or Aubert, Mrs. James Martr, 2740 W. 


Catalpa, Chicago, said she had no plans to follow the mission on 
television. 


"I think the mission is important," she said, "But I have been 


pretty busy. I probably won't get a chance to follow most of It."

also was too busy to see the morning lift-off but thought the mission 
was worthwhile. He said he thought anything that would advance 
scientific knowledge is valuable. 


Many of the people interviewed said the mission would result in 


more achievements in the area of detente between the United 
States and the Soviet Union than achievements in technological 
knowledge. Harry Banbury, 3734 Salem, Arlington Heights, said 
the money spent on the mission was not the important factor. He 
said he hoped the mission would lead to a better relationship be- 
tween the two nations.

Although many persons are hailing this week's 


Apollo-Soyuz space mission as the beginning of a new 
phase of United States-Soviet Union detente, members 
of the John Birch society are more concerned. 


"Of course, we all admire the scientific achievement 


of the flight," said David Holcomb, leader of the Des 
Plaines-Niles chapter of the society. "But the object of 
the Russians is destruction of our form of government. 
This is part of the plan." 


Holcomb said this view was not based only on Birch 


society beliefs but also on policies outlined in Soviet 
newspapers. 


"The purpose of detente as translated from Pravda in 


the Wall Street Journal three or four weeks ago is ex- 
actly the same as a shooting war. They will use any 
policy necessry to defeat all opponents," Holcomb said. 


HOLCOMB SAID he thought people within the United 


States were being deceived into believing the recent pol- 


icy of detente was good for the nation. 


"Many people are heartened by the cooperation be- 


tween the Russians and the United States. They say the 
Russians are not such bad guys after all. But the pur- 
poses of the Russians are detrimental to our best inter- 
ests," he said. 


The purpose of the John Birch society, Holcomb said, 


is to establish and keep a government limited by law. 
He said the Birch Society believes it is important for the 
individual to assume more responsibility in govern- 
mental affairs. 


It is because of this belief, Holcomb said, that the 


Birch Society usually views negatively any space flight. 


"The whole space program serves the purpose of in- 


creasing the size of government," he said. "Except for 
the military aspects of the missions, which I understand 
is very limited, we think the whole thing is not in our 
(the nation's) best interests." 
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Koplos' pressure tactics pay off?

Push has como to shovo In DCS 


Plalnos over Forest Pyschlatric Has* 
pltul's bid to rczono a parcel of land 
so that It can expand its services. 


The rozonlng Issue has become a 


major political fight In the DCS 
Plalncs City Council with a final deci- 
sion on the matter expected this .week 
on grounds far removed from the hos- 
pital's request. 


Hospital officials hope to purchase 


an 11-acrc tract at Rand Road and 
Garland Place. The property now has 
a mixed commercial, residential and 
manufacturing zoning classification 
The hospital officials would like it all 
changed to a manufacturing zoning 
classification. 


Hospital officials have indicated 


they plan to relocate Green Tree In- 
dustries, a vocational rehabilitation 
program for the mentally handi- 
capped, pluj doctors offices and a 
post-graduate student program in a 
building on the site. 


The controversy about the request 


centers around the fact that the build- 
Ing, which once housed Advance 
Schools, Is near a residential area. 
The residents fear the move could 
cause problems with patients being 
near homes. 


Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, who lias 


led tho opposition to the zoning 
request, says he has received reports 
of patients who havo walked away 
from the hospital, knocking on doors 
of nearby houses. 


Police reports indicate that 40 


patients have walked away from tho 
hospital since Jan. 1, 1975. The hospi- 
tal treated about 1,500 persons during 
that time. 


Tho hospital has no major exterior 


security devices, no gates or guards 
outside Its buildings. Some patients 
havo privileges that allow them to 
walk around the grounds that arc bor- 
dered by a fence. 


The situation frightens somo resi- 


dents. A psychiatric hospital just a 
stone's throw from homes, patients 
walking away, no gates or guards: 
the Imago allows an uninformed ob- 
server to conjure up some fairly 
frightening images of what might hap- 
pen. 


But these facts cannot be consid- 


ered alone, according to hospital offi- 
cials who point out that those who use 
Green Tree, as many as 40 at any 
given time, are mostly out-patients. 


Most already live In the community. 


About half of the Green Tree patients 
como from DCS Plaines. Others come 
from a wider area. 


Hospital officials said that currently 


a few of tho hospital's patients are 
involved in the Green Tree program. 
But they arc supervised closely by 
hospital staff. 


Presently all but two of tho patients 


at the hospital ore there voluntarily, 
which means they are free to come 
and go as they please. 


Hospital officials also report they 


wilt bo spending about $1 million to 
acquire the property. They also note 
that they will be paying about $55,000 
annually In property taxes. 


The number of local people who are 


served by the program and tax pay- 
ments are among the things hospital 
officials point to when critics question 
If Forest Hospital serves the commu- 
nity. 


The merits of the rczonlng havo 


been overshadowed to a certain extent 
by political tactics being used. Somo 
aldermen havo expressed concern 
that tho rczonlng might pave tho way 
for new expansion by the hospital. 


Critics.have asked what if the re- 


zoning goes through and then the hos- 
pital announces plans to build a new 
treatment center at the same location. 
. Hospital officials reply that the pre- 
sent zoning on the property allows for 
the operation of a hospital on the 
land. 
, 


' Most of the political shoving comes 
from Koplos, who-has threatened a 
number of aldermen he would oppose 
their pet projects if they did not sup- 
port him on the rezoning issue. 


• 
Reliable sources indicate Koplos,, 


chairman of the city council's sewer 
and water committee, has privately 
promised that water and sewer im- 
provement projects in some wards 
might bo slow coming if he does not 
get support against the hospital. 


Ho also told Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, 


ho will no longer support, the cam- 
paign against the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District^ sewage plant. Koplos re- 
portedly told Aid. Charles Bolck, 3rd, 
frequently an ally, that Bolck's efforts 
to scuttle a $500,000 parking garage 
plan for tho Civic Center wouldn't 
have Koplos' support without Bolek's 
backing on the hospital 


Most aldermen decline to talk about 


Koplos' publicly. Koplos himself is 
evasive when asked about his report- 
ed threats. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel, however, 


has publicly supported Forest Hospl' 
tal's efforts and suggested that Koplos 
"might need to be cut down a little." 


Other nldormonlc 'comment has in- 


cluded private reports that a move 
could be in the offering to censure 
Koplos for his activities. 


Somo problems still exist following 


Koplos's recent effort to fire Building 
Comr. William Baldaccinl. Koplos 
"caught" Baldncclni playing tennis on 
city tlmo and sought his ouster, but 
tho council refused to take any dis- 
ciplinary action, and some aldermen 
admonished Koplos at the time. 


Although the council will not take 


up the mattbr until July 21, some al- 
dermen aro already indicating they 
will support the hospital request. 


The council voted 12-4 In June to au- 


thorize the drafting of an ordinance 
approving the rezoning. But an effort 
was made July 7 to reconsider the ac- 
tion. 


The reconsideration attempt was ta- 


bled, causing hospital officials and 
others to step up efforts to keep sup- 
port for the rezoning in line. 


In contrast to Koplos' opposition, 


Aid. George Olen, 2nd, publicly has 
tried to obtain facts about the issue.

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Spacemen orbiting to historic linkup 


Dy United Press International 


Three American astronauts and a 


pair of Russian cosmonauts rocketed 
Into earth orbit Tuesday for a historic 
space rendezvous In the name of ter- 
restrial peace and cooperation. 


Live television — the first ever of a 


Soviet launch — let millions around 
the world watch both flawless launch- 
es. The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted off 
from a once-secret desert base In Cen- 
tral Asia, and the Apollo astronauts 
raced after them from Capo Canaver- 
al 7Vi hours later. 


Minor first-day problems cropped 


up aboard each nation's spacecraft, 
but directors of the joint Apollo-Soyuz 
mission were elated nonetheless. 


"We've obviously got a good thing 


going here," U.S. flight director M. P. 
Frank said at the end of 'the long 
launch day. "It all came off just about 
as planned." 


President Ford watched In Wash- 


ington while crowds of Soviet citizens 
jammed around TV sets in Moscow's 
GUM department store, cheering and 
clapping as the cosmonauts got under- 


way. Moscow control told the Soyuz 
crew: "Have a happy flight!" 


THE COSMONAUTS, Col. 'Alexei 


Leonov, 41, and civilian flight engi- 
neer Valeri Kubasov, 40; soared •into 
orbit on a pillar of flange at 7:20 a.m. 
CDT from a launch pad at the sun- 
baked Baikonur cosmodrome, where 
Russia ushered in the space age with 
Sputnik in 1957. 


The astronauts, Brig. Gen. Thomas 


Stafford, 44, and civilians Vance 
Brand, 44, and Donald "Deke" Slay- 
ton, 51, hurtled away from Cape 


Canaveral at 2:50 p.m. CDT atop an 
aging Saturn rocket. 


Discarding their spent rocket in or- 


bit, they fired two bursts of the 
Apollo's main engine to spiral out- 
ward and line up below and about 
3,100 miles behind Soyuz for a slow 
chase toward a Thursday linkup. The 
Soyuz crew was already asleep for the 
night when the second Apollo firing 
took place. 


The two ships will lock together 


end-to-end Thursday with a new dock- 
ing mechanism designed to provide an 


eventual space rescue capability. 
Then Stafford and Slayton will float 
through an open hatch into Soyuz for 
a handshake, and a day and a half of 
joint work aboard the world's first In- 
ternational space complex. 


SOYUZ, WHICH CAN remain in or- 


bit only six days, will return Monday 
to a dry landing on earth. Apollo will 
remain alone In orbit until July 24 to 
let its crew perform extra ex- 
periments before splashing into the 
Pacific Ocean. 


It is a bittersweet mission of diplo- 


m a t i c, personal and technical 
triumphs, mixed with sadness at the 
end of a U.S. spacetlight era. After 
this, there will be no more Apollos.

termine If the creek is involved. 


The forco main developed a leak 


about two months ago in the same 


area that caused sewage to escape 
onto Oakton Street. Finding the break 
in the line and making repairs cost 
the township several thousand dollars. 


Hall snld depending on the extent of 
the latest damage to the line that 
serves the Oakton Industrial Park, 
fixing the leak could be similarly ex- 
pensive. 


"AS FAR AS I know right now, It's 


nothing more than sewage going into 
the manhole at Oakton and Hlggins," 
Hall said. "It might be just a scam 
that has opened up in the pipe or it 
could be a bad break. We just won't 
know until we can find it."

from two nations were sent into orbit for what might be the last 
manned space mission for quite some time.

Idea and beneficial to both nations, few said they had watched the 
early parts of the mission on television or would make the extra 
effort to keep up with the progress. Most said they would catch up 
during night-time television news reports.

Spacemen orbiting to historic linkup

Three American astronauts and a 


pair of Russian cosmonauts rocketed 
Into earth orbit Tuesday for a historic 
space rendezvous In the name of ter- 
restrial peace and cooperation. 


Live television — the first ever of a 


Soviet launch — let millions around 
the world watch both flawless launch- 
es. The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted off 
from a once-secret desert base in Cen- 
tral Asia, and the Apollo astronauts 
raced after them from Cape Canaver- 
al 7'u hours later. 


Minor first-day problems cropped 


up aboard each nation's spacecraft, 
but directors of the joint Apollo-Soyuz 
mission were elated nonetheless. 


"We've obviously got a good thing 


going here," U.S. flight director M. P. 
Frank said at the end of the 'long 
launch day. "It all came off just about 
as planned." 


President Ford watched in Wash- 


ington while crowds of Soviet .citizens 
jammed around TV sets in Moscow's 
GUM department store, cheering and 
clapping as the, cosmonauts got under- 


way. Moscow control told the Soyuz 
crew: "Have a happy flight!" 


THE COSMONAUTS. Col. Alcxei

Loss of license threatened 
Strict pet law 
under study 


Persistent violators of animal con- 


trol laws In Hoffman Estates could 
face losing the right to own a pet in 
the vlllnKc, according to provisions of 
a proposed ordinance. 


The proposal, drafted by Health Of- 


ficer James Demos, includes a provi- 
sion which would revoke a pet license 
permit if the owner Is found to violate 
terms of the ordinance, such as allow- 
ing a dog to run lose or allowing 
Ji place where a pet Is kept to become 
"unclean or unsanitary." 


The permit is required for c\ery 


dog and cat kept as a pet. Demos said 
revocation of the permit technically 
would lake away the right to keep the 
pet, however the ordinance does per- 
mit violators to have a hearing before 
the village board of health. 


till: PROPOSED ordinance has yet 


to be researched by Village Ally. Ed- 
ward llolcrt to determine if It is en- 
forceable. 


Demos presented the ordinance 


Monday to trustees on the judiciary 
committee. He has proposed the revi- 
sions to consolidate village animal 
regulations and enact stricter enforce- 
ment for violations. 


The ordinance would also limit the 


number of adult dogs and cats which 
a household could own to three and 
charger a higher licensing permit fee 
for pets which arc not neutered or 
spayed. At present the village docs 
not limit the number of pels and 
charges $.1 for all pet licenses. 


"The biggest problem Is we don't 


have anyone working full time on ani- 
mal control," Demos said Tuesday. 
He said the health department now 
has a part-time employe canvassing 
village homes to 
find unlicensed 


pets, but he said the job requires more 
time. 


TIIK PROPOSED ordinance does 


include provisions for an animal con- 
trol officer. 


"The biggest headache is the apart- 


ment duellers and the big housing de- 
velopments," Demos said. He said 
apartment residents arc transient and 
often leave pets behind when they 
move. 


Village ordinances do not require 


dog runs in apartment complexes, he 
added, and all but the Barrington 
Lakes complex allow residents to own 
pets. 


The proposed anima ordinance is 


.scheduled for further review by the 
judiciary committee next month. Pro- 
visions for the placement and upkeep 
of dog runs may be added to the pro- 
posal after a request by a resident, 
Rich Baumann of the Winston Knolls 
subdivision. 


Baumann presented a petition with 


50 signatures to the judiciary com- 
mittee supporting the request and 
seeking standards on the cleaning of 
dog runs and areas in which dogs and 
cats are kept. 
-The ordinance revisions can only be 
enacted by a vote of the village board.

"This project is good because it shows we can get along with the

television.

Russ out to get us: Birch Society

Although many persons are hailing this week's

"Many people are heartened by the cooperation be- 


tween the Russians and the United States. They say the 
Russians are not such bad guys after all. But the pur- 
poses of the Russians arc detrimental to our best inter- 
ests," he said. 


The purpose of the John Birch society, Holcomb said, 


Is to1 establish and keep a government limited by law. 
He said the Birch Society believes it is important for the 
individual to assume more responsibility in govern- 
mental affairs. 


It is because of this belief, Holcomb said, that the 


Birch Society usually views negatively any space flight. 


"The whole space program serves the purpose of in- 


creasing the size of government," he said. "Except for 
the military aspects of the missions, which I understand 
is very limited, we think the whole thing is not in our

Russ out to get us: Birch Society

Although many persons are' hailing this week's 


Apollo-Soyuz space mission as the beginning of a new 
phase of.United States-Soviet Union detente, members 
of the John Birch society are more concerned. 


"Of course, we all admire the scientific achievement 


of the flight'," said David Holcomb, leader of the DCS 
Plalncs-Nilcs chapter of the society. "But the object of 
the Russians Is destruction of our form of government. 
This is part of the plan."

Holcomb said this view was not based only on Birch 


society beliefs but also on policies outlined in Soviet 
newspapers. . 


"The purpose of detente as translated from Pravda in 


the Wall Street Journal three or four weeks ago is ex- 
actly the same as a shooting war. They will use any 
policy necessry to defeat all opponents," Holcomb said. 


HOLCOMB SAID he thought people within the United 


States were being deceived into believing the recent pol- 


icy of detente was good for the nation. 


"Many people are heartened by the cooperation be- 


tween the Russians and the United States. They say the 
Russians are not such bad guys after all. But the pur- 
poses of the Russians are detrimental to our best inter- 
ests," he said. 


The purpose of the John Birch society, Holcomb said, 


is to establish and keep a government limited by law. 
He said the Birch Society believes it is important for the 
individual to assume more responsibility in govern- 
mental affairs. 


It is because of this belief, Holcomb said, that the 


Birch Society usually views negatively any space flight. 


"The whole space program serves the purpose of In- 


creasing the size of government," he sold. "Except for 
the military aspects of the missions, which I understand 
is very limited, "we think the whole thing is not in our

Schools ask $4.2 million budget 


A $4.2 million budget for the Mount 


Prospect Dist. 57 1975-76 school year 
— which may increase taxes by one 
or two cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation — is being considered by school 
officials. 


The tentative budget reflects a 


$46,500 or 1 per cent, decrease In 
spending next year as compared with 
the 1974-75 school year.

Administrators have received sala- 


ry increases ranging from 6 to 9 per 
cent for next year.

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Spacemen orbiting to historic linkup 


By United Press International 


Three American astronauts and a 


pair of Russian cosmonauts rocketed 
Into earth orbit Tuesday for a historic 
space rendezvous In the name of ter- 
restrial peaco and cooperation. 


Live television — the first ever of a 


Soviet launch — let millions around 
the world watch both flawless launch- 
es. The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted off 
from a once-secret desert base in Cen- 
tral Asia, and the Apollo astronauts 
raced after them from Cape Canaver- 
al Ta hours later. 


Minor first-day problems cropped 


up aboard each nation's spacecraft, 
but directors of the joint Apollo-Soyuz 
mission were elated nonetheless. 


"We've obviously got a good thing 


going here," U.S. flight director M. P. 
Frank said at the end of the long 
launch day. "It all came off just about 
as planned." 


President Ford watched In Wash- 


ington while crowds of Soviet citizens 
jammed around TV sets in Moscow's 
GUM department store, cheering and 
clapping as the cosmonauts got under- 


way; Moscow control told the Soyuz- 
crew: "Have a happy flight!" 


THE COSMONAUTS, Col. Alexei 


Leonov, 41, and civilian flight engi- 
neer Valeri Kubasov, 40, soared'into 
orbit on a pillar of flame at 7:20 a.m. 
CDT from a launch pad at the sun- 
baked Baikonur cosmodrome, where 
Russia ushered in the space age with 
Sputnik in 1957. 


The astronauts, Brig. Gen. Thomas 


Stafford, 44, and civilians Vance 
Brand, 44, and Donald "Deke" Slay- 
ton, 51, hurtled away from Cape 


Canaveral at 2:50 p.m. CDT atop an 
aging Saturn rocket. 


Discarding their spent rocket in or- 


bit, they fired two bursts of the 
Apollo's main'engine, to spiral out- 
ward and line up below and about 
3,100 miles behind Soyuz for a slow 
chase toward a Thursday linkup. The 
Soyuz crew was already asleep for the 
night when the second Apollo firing 
took place. 


The two ships will lock together 


end-to-end Thursday with a new dock- 
ing mechanism designed to provide an 


eventual space rescue capability. 
Then Stafford and Slayton will float 
through an open hatch into Soyuz for 
a handshake, and a day and a half of 
joint work aboard the world's first in- 
ternational space complex. 


SOYUZ. WHICH CAN remain in or- 


bit only six days, will return Monday 
to a dry landing on earth. Apollo will 
remain alone in orbit until July 24 to 
let its crew perform extra ex- 
periments before splashing into the 
Pacific Ocean. 


It is a bittersweet mission of diplo- 


m a l i c , personal and technical 
triumphs', mixed with sadness at the 
end of a U.S. spaceflight era. After 
this, there will be no more A polios. 


Born of negotiations that started in

Residents In the Mill Creek subdivi- 


sion of Buffalo Grove, which neigh- 
bors the Arlington Heights devel- 
opment, have voiced numerous com- 
plaints during the past few weeks of 


standing water and garbage on the 
property. 


They also complained of a detention 


basin, built by Schwartz, that docs not 
drain properly and of an overgrowth 
of weeds In scattered pools of stag- 
nant water.

2nd group threatens suit 
to halt parks annexation 


A second group of Wheeling Town- 


ship residents is threatening to sue 
the Arlington Heights Park District to 
block the recent annexation of their 
homes. 


The 20 residents live in an area 


bounded by Hintz Road on the south, 
Arlington Heights Road on the west, 
Vista Road on the cost and the North- 
gate subdivision on the north. 


A lawsuit has already been filed by 


residents of the lynmvood subdivi- 
sion, north of Arlington Heights, con- 
testing the annexation of their homes 
earlier this year. 


Residents of both areas contend that 


the park board has misused a new 
state law which allows tho involuntary 
annexation of less than 60 acres which 
is bounded on threo sides by park dis- 
trict property and on a fourth side by 
a railroad, a body of water or a high- 
way. 


JOHN KORMAN SR., 406 E. Hintz 


Rd., said that most of his neighbors 
"nave pledged to finance a second 
lawsuit against (ho park district," and 
that he will begin discussions with 
lawyers this week on behalf of tho 
residents. 


"We were at the park board meet- 


Ing lost week when they annexed our 


homes. Wo saw how phony it was. We 
don't use their facilities and we want 
to stay unincorporated," Korman 
said. 


Korman said his area consists most- 


ly of elderly people who don't register 
for park programs and "a few young 
families who have plenty of property 
for their children to play on." 


The second lawsuit will be financed 


with contributions made by the resi- 
dents, he said. 


THE PARK district has annexed 


about 250 homes during the past six 
months using the new state statute 
and plans to annex several more par- 
cels along Rand Road by the fall. The 
total property annexed will add about 
$10 million assessed valuation to the 
park district, said Thomas Thornton, 
pork district director. 


The now property will provide about 


$36,000 more in yearly taxes with a 
park district tax rate of 36 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation.

Idea and beneficial to both nations, few said they had watched the 
early parts of the mission on television or would make the extra 
effort to keep up with the progress. Most said they would catch up 
during night-time television news reports. 


"Many people feel it's not as spectacular as before," said Joan 


Bonlaver of Harrington, who was one of the few to say she would 
follow.the mission completely. "People are used to space travel 
and they expect everything to go all right. That's why they are not 
as interested. To me, it's still a marvelous feat." 


JEFRF AUBERT, 442 Kensington Ct., Palatine, said he got up 


early Tuesday to view the Soyuz spacecraft blast off. He said al- 
though people in general were more concerned with the state of the 
economy than space travel, he was glad to see the mission take 
place. 


"This project is good because it shows we can get along with the 


Russians. There is a lot in space that we don't know about, and this 
project will help us find out," he said.

Russ out to get us: Birch Society

Although many persons are hailing this week's 


Apollo-Soyuz space mission as the beginning of a new 
phase of United States-Soviet Union detente, members 
of the John Birch society are more concerned. 


"Of course, we all admire the scientific achievement 


of the flight," said David Holcomb, leader of the Des 
Plaines-Niles chapter of the society. "But the object of 
the Russians is destruction of our form of government. 
This is part of the plan.", 


Holcomb said this view was not based only on Birch 


society beliefs but also on;policies,outlined in Soviet 
newspapers. 


"The purpose of detente as translated from Pravda in 


the Wall Street Journal three or four weeks ago is ex- 
actly the same as a shooting war. They will use any 
policy necessry to defeat all opponents," Holcomb said. 


HOLCOMB SAID he thought people within the United 


States were being deceived into believing the recent pol- 


icy of detente was good for the nation. 


"Many people are heartened by the cooperation be- 


tween the Russians and the United States. They say the 
Russians are not such bad guys after all. But the pur- 
poses of the Russians are detrimental to our best inter- 
ests," he said. 


The purpose of the John Birch society, Holcomb said, 


Is to establish and keep a government limited by law. 
He said the Birch Society believes it is important for the 
individual to assume more responsibility in govern- 
mental affairs. 


It is because of this belief, Holcomb said, that the 


Birch Society usually views negatively any space flight. 


"The whole space program serves the purpose of in- 


creasing the size of government," he said. "Except for 
the military aspects of the missions, which I understand 
is very limited, we think the whole thing is not in our 
(the nation's) best Interests."
